THE FINANCES AND THE NATIONAL DEBT. 


The prosperity which now prevails is 


without a parallel in our history ; fruitful 
seasons have done much to secure it, but 
they have not done all.

of the public credit and the resumption 
of specie payments, so successfully attain- 
ed by the administration of my predeces- 
sor, has enabled our people to secure the 
blessings which the seasons brought. By 
the experience of commercial nations in 
all ages it bos been found that gold and 
silver afford the only safe foundation for 
a monetary system. Confusion has re- 
cently been created by variations in the 
relative value of the two metals. But I 
confidently believe that arrangements can 
be made between the leading commercial 
nations which will secure the general use 
of both metals. Congress should provide 
that the compulsory coinage of silver, now 
required by law, may not disturb our nion-

At the termination of the 
debate, which was not addressed at any 
they were separately confirmed without a 
roll-call or a dissinting vote in any in- 
stance.

some few dnvs ago, Mr. John Roach made 
a good point in relation to the proposed 
modification of the navigation laws. 
It 


will be remrmbered tliat it was formerly 
the practice in Kngland to send unsea- 
worthy ships to sea, with the idea that 
sailors are but rats, of whom the drown- 
ing of a few more or less would be no loss. 
The Merchants' Shipping Act of 187C, 
secured through the exertions of Mr. 
Plimsoll, put an end to that kind of ad- 
venture; but the liberty of buying Eng- 
lish ships, for use in our coasting trade, 
could not fail, in the opinion of Mr. 
Roach, in .vending many of tlrasc con- 
demned hulks to Amer.ca. The conse- 
quence of a free trade ship law in that 
event would prove more disastrous to 
many of our sailors than to our ship- 
builders. Free ship agitation is founded 
on fallacy. The question is essentially 
one of labor. If we want ships to the 
value of $10(1,000,000, and can buy them 
for $90,000,000 in England, it would be 
folly to send all that money away from 
the workmen of this country, reducing to 
that extent their purchasing capacity 
from the farmer. 
Such a transaction 


would cause us a loss of more than ten 
per cent. Free ships mean free trade in 
die thirty branches of trade connected 
with ship-building, and they would result 
in a one-half reduction of the wages of 
American workmen. 
We want a policy, 


»ys Mr. Roach, that will keep this money 
at home for the benefit of producers. 
There h no necessity that American ship- 
builders should be placed at a disadvan- 
tage. It is a.national disgrace that Amer- 
ican maiU w« carried in foreign ships;

almost, to say that the state of the weather 
on the night preceding inauguration day 
cast a gloom over all the city, not less 
upon the residents than the \isitors. 
Preparations on the grandest scale had 
been made for the proposed pageant, and 
when people retired on Tuesdny night it 
seemed as if the display was doomed. 
The city was crowded with visiting or- 
ganizations, the greater number from 
Pennsylvania, and most of them kept se- 
curely housed in the hotels,or other places, 
if they were fortunate enough to have 
anywhere to hang up their hats. 1 ven- 
tured out and tramped down "the avenue," 
which is Pennsylvania avenue, and a more 
disagreeable trip I never experienced. 
The snow, which began falling early in 
the evening, was introduced by flashes of 
lightning and reverberating thunder. 
It 


is not every outgoing administration that 
is favored with such a combination of 
the elements. The wind blew a gale, driv- 
ing the sleet and snow into e\ery nook 
and cranny of the wide avenues and 
streets and covering the decorations and 
innumerable flags and endless supply of 
bunting with a coat of crystal. The out- 
look for the morrow was anything but 
propitious. Many strangers were totally 
unprepared for such weather and went 
shivering around in light weight overcoats 
and plunging through the slush of the 
streets mourning the lack of overshoes. 
The only people who were at all happy 
were the shoe dealers. There \\as a uni- 
versal cry for overshoes. lie who pos- 
sessed a pair was looked upon with envy. 
The shoe stores were besieged by whole 
regiments, and on Friday morning if rub- 
bers could be bought anywhei e in the city 
the fact was kept a profound secret. 
Thousands could have been sold if they 
had been obtainable. The fourth dawn- 
ed with the storm still raging and keen 
wintry winds lying in wait for pedestrians 
who had been deluded into thinking Wash- 
ington outside the Arctic circle. It con- 
tinued until about eleven o'clock, when 
the sun shone out from a clear blue sky 
sending upon its warm,bright rajs a mes- 
sage of joy and gladness. The contrast 


remarkable. In the morning the streets 
were covcied with slush two inches thick 
and dampness prevailed every where. 
In 


the afternoon the skj was clear, the streets 
were dry, and, instead of snow and slush 
to complain about, a fine dust, which set- 
tled on every thing, was swept up from tho 
pavements and sent hurrjing and scuny- 
ing before a brisk March wind. So com- 
plete a change as this occurred between 
eleven o'clock and two. 


At half-past ten o'clock, the snow still 


falling in driblets, the first division of the 
procession began to move from the White 
House. It formed pait of the grandest 
street pageant witnessed here since 18G5, 
when the veterans of two of our returning 
victorious armies were reviewed by the 
President and Gen. Grant. Pennsjlvania 
avenue, from th'e Capitol to the White 
House, was one mass of people. Persons 
not familiar with the historic avenue, 
long and broad enough to quarter a good 
sized army upon, cannot icadily imagine 
the scene. 
Flags and bannerets were fly- 


ing in every direction. Buildings were 
gaily decked with flovers and bunting. 
Bands were playing. People, a perfect 
sea of humanity, were promenading. 
Companies and battalions were marching 
and countermarching, and, towering over 
everything, the Capitol, with its white 
dome stretched up into the heavens, far 
above the turmoils and worries, as well as 
the happiness and good humor of the 
crowd below, stood like a sentinel, watch- 
ing over the destinies of the nation. 
At 


the intersection of each street with the 
avenue an arch was erected handsomely 
draped and bearing the coat of arms of 


twelve it was \ cry necessary that a close 
watch should be kept upon the clock and 
not let its hands move around too rapidly. 
General Garfield presently came in ac- 
companied by President Hayes and es- 
corted by Senator Thurman. Shortly af- 
ter the Vice-Prcsideut elect arrived in 
charge ofSenatois Pendleton, Bayard and 
Anthony and the 
Scrgeant-at-Arms.

people were crowded togcl'ior there, while 
in groups scattered around the wings of 
the building twenty thousand more were 
gathered.

persons were present. Such a sight was 
never before witnessed at any Presiden- 
tial inauguration. General Garfield oc-

Immediately back sat President Hayes 
and wife and General Garfield's aged 
mother and on her left the General's wife.

ing of the stockholders of the Pennsjlva- 
nia Railroad Company to-day, President 
Roberts after the reading of the yearly 
reports announced that the company had 
secured control of the Philadelphia, Wil- 
mington and Baltimore Railroad by the 
purchase of the greater part of the stock. 
The negotiation, which was concluded 
only at midnight Monday, was approved 
by the stockholders, who also authorized 
the issue of 400,000 shares of stock to 
provide the means of payment for the 
purchase. 
In making the announcement 


and moving resolutions approving the 
purchase, President Roberts said 


As the report of the directors had been 


disposed of, "I would like to call the at- 
tention of the shareholders to a matter of 
recent occurrence.

WHOBTUBJ R^Y CAKHC—One cup but- 


ter, ott cKp *w art rtiJk, two ftupi sugar, 
one teaspoon suda, three cups flour, one 
teaspoon nutmeg, five eggs,one quart ripe 
huckfcberriei, thickly dredged wltn flour, 
and added afV r nil the other ingredients 
are mixed. 


SCRAMBLED Bwos.—Have a spider hot 


and buttered; break the «gg« into a dish, 
being careful not to break the yolks; slip 
them into the spider, add a very little 
salt, with butter the size of « nutmeg for 
a half-dozen,egga, or three tablcspoonfu's 
of rich cream. 
When the eggs begin to 


whiten, stir carefully from the bottom, 
until cooked t<> suit. 


TOMATO Soi P,—Take eight good-sized 


tomatoes or b ilf a can of tomatoes—the 
solid portion. Cut them up, and put 
them to boil with two quarts of soup 
stock and • bouquet of herbs. When 
well cooked, thicken with a little flour 
smoothed and dissolved in a little cold 
water. Then strain all through a sieve, 
repeat a little, and add butter, salt and 
pepper to tastt. 


CnocoLATi PUDDING.—Scald together 


a quart of milk and three ounces of grated 
chocolate. 
St t it away until cold and 


then add the beaten jolks of five eggs 
and one cup of sugar. Bake about twen- 
ty-five minute^. Bent the whites of the 
egg» to a stifl froth, spread over the top 
of the pudding and brown them slightly 
in the oven. This pudding should be 
served very cold. 


CtsTAim I'IE.—Bent separately the 


white* and yolks of four eggs; then put 
them together and beat again, adding 
while beating n scant teacupful of sugar. 
To this mixture add gradually a quart of 
rich milk, with a pinch of salt and a tea- 
spoonful of flavoring. Line some deep 
pie-plates with crust, fill them with the 
mixture, and bake until the custard is 
firm. If the oven is so hot that it threat- 
ens to brown the top before the crust can 
bake, then cover the pics with thick 
brown grocers' paper. 


HOMINY Mi FKINS.—Having washed a 


pint of small liominy through twoortlirce 
waters, pour boiling water on it, cover 
and let it soak for several hours. Then 
put it in a thick saucepan with half a pint 
of boiling water, and let it boil until soft 
enough to mash; drain it and mix it well 
with a pint of white corn meal or wheat 
flour, a little salt and a pint and one-half 
of milk in nliich two tablespoonfuls of 
butter have b< en melted. 
When the but- 


ter is nearly cold add four tablespoonfuls 
place until very Tight,'with'Xiicr sitrnicu 
covered with bubbles. Butter some muf- 
fin rings, set them on a hot griddle, pour 
into each a portion of the mixture and 
bake them biown on both sides. Send 
them to tablr accordingly as they are 
done, pull them open with your fingers 
and butter them quickly. 


CHICKEN 1'IB.—Take two full-grown 


chickens (or more if they arc small), dis- 
joint them and cut the backbone, etc., as 
small as convenient. 
Boil them, with 


a few slices ot salt pork, in water enough 
to cover them, let them boil quite ten- 
der; then take out the breast-bone. Af- 
ter they boil, and the scum is taken off, 
put in a little onion, cut very fine, not 
enough to taste distinctly, but just enough 
to flavor a little; rub some parsley very 
fine when dry, or cut fiue when green, 
this gives a pleasant flavor. Season well 
with pepper and salt, and a few ounces of 
good, fresh butter. When all is cooked 
well, have liquid enough to cover the 
chicken: then beat up two ej>g_s and stir 
in, also som* sweet cream. 
Line a five- 


quart pan with a crust made like soda 
biscuit, only more shortening, put in the 
chicken and liquid; then cover with a 
crust the same as the lining. Make an 
opening for tl-a steam to escape. 
Bake 


till the crust is done, and you will have a 
good chicken-pie.

Bills for luge.'long 01 odd 


si/ed timber cut at our 


BOTHER SUPERSTITIONS. 


BY DR. H SIIELTON MA( KKNZIK. 


The world, and particularly that sec- 


tion of it whu h is called society, is full 
of superstitions. Most of these, how- 
ever, are harmless, and belief of them 
has gradually declined in these latter 
yean. 


Among those which continue to be re- 


ceived, is the belief in lucky numbers. 
Augustus Cointe, the famous French 
writer, author of " Positive Philosophy," 
eagerly adhered to this belief. 


Compte's peculiar belief was that thir- 


teen at tablr was not a fatal number. 
Twelve was unlucky to him, but extend 
the compam to a baker's dozen, and 
Compte, mu< h delighted, would enjoy 
himself immonsely. 


General credulity runs the other way. 


Indeed, in DanUic, the well-known Prus- 
sian port on the western banks of the 
Vistula, then is (or was) n clock which, 
precisely at luxm, admits through a door 
Christ and the eleven, shutting out Judas, 
who is allowed to come in at one. 


[t is stated in Fosbrooke's "Antiqui- 


ties," under the head of "Popular Super- 
stitions," that "thirteen in company was 
considered as an unlucky number by the 
Romans." ]! is authority for this state- 
ment has not been discovered. 


It would appear, from an entry in the 


diary of Thomas Moore, the poet, that 
Madame Catalan!, the great Italian vocal- 
ist, in the early part of the present cen- 
tury, had refused to make the thirteenth 
at a fashionable dinner, and sent for a 
friend to join the party and thereby 
change the number. 


Moore also mentions, giving 
Lord 


Landsdowne as his authority, that Count 
Orlpff, the Russian Ambassador, who had 
invited him to dinner, did not himself sit 
down to tablr. but walked from chair to 
chair—the reason being that if he sat 
down there v ould be thirteen at table. 


Lord Enki lie, the great English law- 


yer, would run out of the room rather 
than occupy the thirteenth chair. Sir 
Walter Scott hated ominous numbers; 
Lord Byron's countenance ever assumed 
its gloomiest expression on seeing a thir- 
teenth man bring doom on a party of 
twehre. 


Albert Smith, one of the earliest and 


iprightliett contributors to Punch, at- 
tempted to ridicule the superstition by a 
Ripper of thirteen, which he gave to 
twehre British officers bound for the Cri- 
mea, at the beginning of the Anglo-Rus- 
sian war of 1 *>4-56, on the eve of his 
own departure.
